The trial of Bon Starrett is re&phing 


greater proportions than was contem- 
plated by both, state and defense at its 
beginning. More than 
twenty, wit- 


nesses, most of whom for the defense, 
have been examined an dtheir testi- 
mony seems to generally corroborate 
the account of the killing given in 
Monday's News. 


Quite a sensation occurred, how- 


ever, when Buck Gaboon, a brother of 
the deceased, was called tS the wit- 
ness stand. His testimony puts an 
entirely new phase on the case. He 
says Starrett Bredthe first shot which 
proved fatal to his brother, he falling 
from nis wagon when hit by the ball 
from Sarrett's 'gun: that his brother 
fell from the wagon and did' not have 
a gun in his hand 
when shot. He 


further testified

proached the deceased after he had 
fallen, with gun in hand; that the only 
words uttered by his brother after the 
shot was fired was "Oh, Lord," Ho 
stated that he did not fire at- Starrett.

Winchester in bis hand, his pistol 
dropping fronj his pocket when he 
alighted. He says that he was fired 
upon by a man behind a tree near 
Statrett's wagon and that they ex- 
changed several shots, he (Gaboon) 
.using his Winchester, shooting four 
times at his antagonist who was part- 
ially shielded by a tree. He further 
stated that he was in better position 
to fight with his antagonist tHai Star- 
rett, whom be says was then ap- 
proaching his fallen brother. He says

Old Time Ordnance Found at Fart Mo- 


Henry—Hew They Were Used. 


While examining the contents ot 


the ordnance storehouse at Fort Me- 
Henry Lieut J L. Holcombe, of the 
On* Hundred and Twenty-eighth coast 
artillery discovered several boxes of 
old hand grenades which are supposed 
to be more than a hundred years old, 
says the Baltimore. American,. The 
missiles are of the earliest make used 
by the United States government, and 
were probably placed at the historic 
old fort when it was first erected In 
1812
